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Average football attetxJance maintains decade-long trend 

Average attendance at Division I-A football games in 1995 was down slightly from 1994 but still iiigiier than in 1992 and 1993. 

The average attendance was 41,471, which is a decline of 207 from the 1994 average of 41,678.0 verall attendance at Division I-A games was 
up 246,279, but nine more games were played this past season than the previous year. 

The highest average of the decade for I-A attendance was 42,043 in 1991.The record year was 1982, when the average was 43,689.That was 
the first year in which more restrictive Division I-A membership requirements had to be met. At the time, Division I-A contained only 97 insti- 
tutions. Currently the division has 108 members, the most since the membership requirements became effective in 1982. 

Since 1982, average attendance has stayed within a 1,487-person range, never rising above 42,548 (1984) and never falling below 41,170 (1992). 

The average attendance decline for all divisions was more pronounced, dropping from 12,542 in 1994 to 12,192 in 1995 (2.8 percent).

OCR releases darlficatlon 
of three-part compliance test 

Thefinal clarification ofTitlelX policy guid- 
ance issued bythe U.S. Departmentof Edu- 
cation'sOffice for Civil Rights (OCR) differs lit- 
tle from the draft document that was circulated 
last September. 

After several months of review — and a delay 
generated bya federal government shutdown 
— OCR released in final formjanuary 16the 
"Clarification of Intercollegiate Athletics Policy 
Guidance: The Three-Part Test" 

In a letter explaining the final clarification, 
Norma V. Cantu, assistant secretary for civil 
rights, said the draft was revised to incorporate 
suggestionsthatOCR received regarding how 
to make the document clearer and more use- 
ful. 

"The document also clarifies that an institu- 
tion can choose which part of thetest it plans 
to meet," Cantu wrote. "I n addition, itfurther 
clarifies how Title IX requires OCR to count 
participation opportunities and why Title IX 
does not require an institution, under part three 
of thetest, to accommodate the interests and 
abilities of potential students."

Kerri McTiernan is a pioneer. According to 
an article in the New York Daily News, thefor- 
merJohnsH opkinsUniversity basketball play- 
er likely Is the first woman to lead a men's bas- 
ketball program at a two-year or four-year 
institution in this country as head coach at 
Kingsborough Community College In Brooklyn, 
New York. 

"I really try to keep the gender issue so far 
away," McTiernan told Wayne Coffey of the 

Daily News. "M aybe I 'm a little naive, but I did- 
n'tsee it as the huge deal people made it.

AFCA examines vuQ^ to thvuortsportsagent abuses 



The American Football Coaches Association has identified several areas 
for future study that could lead to solutionsto abuses by sports agents In col- 
lege football. 

Football coaches discussed sports-agent problems during a summit meet- 
ingJanuary9attheAFCA convention in NewOrleans. 

"Our intent was to create a dialogue on this issue, and we were successful 
atthat" AFCA Executive Director GrantTeaff said. "We heard several Inno- 
vative ideas thatwe will continue to study and expand on." 

The summit panel Included representatives of colleges and professional 
sports leagues that have been affected by unscrupulous sports agents. Among 
those participating were Talbot D'Alemberte, president, Florida State Uni- 
versi ty; R on al d J . M aestri , ath I eti cs d i rector at th e U n iverslty of N ew 0 rl ean s 
and chair of the NCAA Professional SportsLiaison Committee; GeneWash- 
ington, NFL director of football development; and GaryR. Roberts, faculty 
athletics representative at Tulane University and president of the Sports 
Lawyers Association. 

John Mackovic, football coach atthe University of Texas atAustin and a 
member of the AFCA board of trustees, outlined several points for discus-

sion and noted the complexity of the problem. 

"We have all agreed this is not a simple problem," Mackovic said. "This is 
a complicated issue that requires complex solutions. It's bigger than agents. 
We have to be able to get past the question of the agent Issue to even larger 
issues that include socio-economic impacts, player-coach relationships and 
building of trust among our student-athletes. 

"We talked about defining responsibilities because there are different 
groups who have responsibilities in this issue. Certainly, the agents them- 
selves have a responsibility, as well as coaches, student-athletes, the Institu- 
tions and the NCAA. We limited it to those five groups and began to lookat 
whattheir responsibilities should be, and that's a positive step." 

Mackovic indicated thatthe viewpoints expressed atthe summit meeting 
will be presented at the AFCA's annual Division I -A issues group meeting in 
February. 

H e acknowledged thatthe relationship between players and coaches is 
not what it once was. "Because of that lack of trust," he said, "many times stu-

A mixed bag of results 
from the Convention

The 1996 NCAA Convention brought sev- 
eral improvements regarding the welfare of 
the student-athlete. H owever, 
from the perspective of the 
NCAA Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee (SAAC), 
the membership failed to 
approve the major proposals 
that would have had the 
greatest impact on the lives 
and welfare of its student-ath- 
letes. 

I n terms of progress, the 
largest gain for student-ath- 
letes from this year's Convention will be their 
ability to now use the one-time transfer 
exception to attend graduate school. The 
membership's adoption of Proposal No. 65 
will allow a student-athlete to transfer to 
another institution upon completion of his or 
her baccalaureate degree with out forfeiting 
eligibility. 

Currently, a student-athlete is prohibited 

from doing so. This often forces student-ath- 
letes to leave their undergraduate institution 
and relinquish their remaining eligibility in 
order to pursue a graduate education. The 
SAAC feltthatthis was unfair and welcomed 
legislation that allowed the student-athlete to 
continue to compete while obtaining the best 
possible graduate education available. 

A second substantial gain for student-ath- 
letes was the membership's adoption of legis- 
lation (Proposal No. 33) that excludes Pell 
Grants from calculation of the permissible 
amount of a full grant-in-aid in Division I. 
Pell Grants are difficult to obtain and when 
awarded demonstrate the extreme financial 
need of the student-athlete. Excluding a Pell 
Grant in calculation of a full grant-in-aid was 
an important goal of this year's committee. 
We believe that if the federal government has 
determined the student to be in need of a 
Pell Grant, the student should be given full 
access to it, 

Despite the progress made with the adop- 
tion of Proposal Nos. 33 and 65, we were very 
disappointed in the overall outcome of this 
year's Convention. The membership did not 
accept three proposals that we feel would 
have brought about the greatest benefits to 
the student-athlete. 

First, the membership voted down two

To achie^ equity^ identity new resources

Americans spend two dollars on sports 
for every dollar spenton education. We do 
not give much thought however, to how we 
spend our sports dollars. 

Ata time when educational institutions 
m ust con serve dwi n d I i n g reso u rces by I i m- 
iting programs, we must think about the 
mostefficientand equitable way to achieve 
gender equity in big-time, NCAA Division 
I i n terco 1 1 egi ate ath I eti cs. 

Participation in athletics by women is 
invaluable. Young women who participate 
in athletics are three times more likely to 
graduate from high school, 92 percent less 
likelyto use drugs and 80 percent less like- 
ly to have unwanted pregnancies. Another 
stu dy i n d i cates th at 80 percen t of wo m en 
who are key leaders in Fortune 500 com- 
panies have sports backgrounds. 

A federal commission recently examined 
the demands of the workplace and con- 
cluded thatmanyof theskillsand qualities 
needed for success in the workplace are 
developed through participation in athlet- 
ics. Women athletesalso have been found 
to have more positive perceptions of them- 
selves than nonathletic women. Notsur- 
prisingly, 93 percent of women surveyed 
believe that wo men who participate in ath- 
letics are better prepared to compete later 
in life. 

I nequitable treatment 

Despite these clear benefits, women are 
not being treated equitably at any educa- 
tional level. In in terco 1 1 eg late athletics, 66 
percent of the participants are men. The 
picture is even more bleak for women 
ad mi n i strato rs an d coach es. 0 n I y 30 per- 
cen t of ath I eti cs ad m i n i strato rs at th e bi g- 
time intercollegiate level are women, wh lie 
nearly one in four NCAA institutions have 
no women whatsoever in administrative 
positions. Very few women coach men's 
sports, and less than half of thecoachesof 
intercollegiate women 's teams are women . 

□ Opinions 



Perhaps most significantly, only 25 percent 
of the funds expended on intercollegiate 
athletics provide opportunities for women. 

Why isthe record so dismal? Admini- 
strators usually offer one of two explana- 
tions. First, these are trying times in edu- 
cation, and universities lack the funds 
necessary to increase access to athletics for 
women, especially in major intercollegiate 
ath I eti cs programs wh ere sch olarsh i ps are 
costly. Second, participation in athletics is 
of insufficient importance to warrant 
expenditure of scarce resources Given the 
proven benefits attributableto athletics par- 
ticipation by women, the latter excuse is 
unfounded. 

Thefirstjustification is more plausible. 
Adding opportunities for women in athlet- 
ics when resources are limited is not 
easy. I nstitutions are appropriately being 
required to provide equity under state and 
federal laws. 

PosEible solutions 

How can equity best be achieved? Three 
possible solutions have been suggested. 
One isto cut participation by men, so that 
the proportion of women participating is 
increased. Another suggestion isto increase 
the money generated by profitable men's 
programs and divertthose funds to increase 
access for women. The third option isto 
find other sources of revenue. 

I nstitutions often seek to cut participa- 
tion opportunitiesfor male athletes to make 
opportunities for women more propor- 
tionate, without funding new programs. 
This solution, which does not increase actu- 
al opportijnitiesto participate on tfie part 
of women, is specious. Conscientious 
administrators, tlierefore, must look else- 
where. 

They often look to existing profitcenters 
in big-time intercollegiate athletics— men's 
basketball and football — in search for 
additional resources for other programs 
The NCAA, for example, diverts $170 mil- 
lion each year from the Division I men's 



basketball tournamentto fund 70 percent 
of its own operations. Schools also divert 
profits generated by big-time baskettjall and 
footiDall to fund other programs 

I n looking to these funds, racial impli- 
cations are ignored. Approximately 65 per- 
centof all NCAA Division I baskett)all play- 
ers are African-American. Funds diverted 
from educating tiiose atiiletes, coupled witii 
lengthening of the season to facilitate a 
profitablechampionshiptournament, con- 
tribute to very low graduation rates for those 
atiiletes The diversion of funds raises ques- 
tions of exploitation. 

Women of color also are shortchanged 
by currentgender-equity efforts. To increase 
opportijnities for women in intercollegiate 
athletics, the NCAA has added "emerging 
sports," including synchronized swimming, 
water polo, team handball, crew and ice 
hockey. Since women of color historically 
have little opportunity to participate in those 
sports, the addition of those "emerging 
sports" largely benefits wealtiiier white wo- 
men athletes and not women of color. 
Ach i evi n g gen d er eq u i ty by exacer bati n g 
racial inequity is unacceptable. 

Find resouYBS 

To achieve gender equity in an equitable 
manner, schools have only one acceptable 
solution: Find resources elsewhere. 
Washington State University was required 
to do just that after the Washington Su- 
preme Courtheld in 1987tiiattiie univer- 
sity had violated the state's Equal Rights 
Amendment because it failed to treat 
women equitably in terms of tiieir partici- 
pation in intercollegiate athletics. 

Atthetime of tiie court's decision, only 
31 percent of th e i n tercol I egi ate ath I etes at 
Washington State were women. Bythe 1993- 
94 academic year, 51 percent of tiie inter- 
collegiate ath letes were wo men . Wash i n g- 
ton State was able to succeed because tine 
state appropriated additional tuition waivers

Transfer legislation shows how system should work

presidents can work together. I n the old days, they might have 
just passed a rule without getting any in put from the community 
colleges. We would have had to come back at the next NCAA 
Convention and try to change it 

"But when tiiey started talking about requiring a studentto have 
a percentage of his hours apply toward adegree, itstarted at 50 
percent They passed a rulethat requires 35 percentof the hours 
from a community college to apply to a four-year degree or tiie 
shjdentmustsitouta year when he goes to a four-year school.

'Thisiswhyso manyrail against the NCAA's spare academ- 
ic standards, including the SAT and ACT, and the scholarship 
limits.

"You would think a few of these social activists would leave 
coaching or education and get into a field where they could 
touch more lives. But no, believe it or not they usually stay in 
the socially restrictive coaching or education field. No sacrifice 
apparentiy istoo great for them.... 

"To be honest college is notfor everyone. It never has been, 
and it never will be.

forwomen athletes. During thissame 
period, tlie U niversity of Wasli ington 
also made progress, with the number 
of women athletes in creasing from 33 
percent to 42 percent, without the 
need for cuts in men's sports or the 
diversion of fundsfrom men's bas- 
ketball or football. 



Other states, notably I llinois and 
Louisiana, have adopted a similar stra- 
tegy by adding waivers for women par- 
ticipating in intercollegiate athletics. 
Even private universities can adopta 
related strategy, by simply increasing 
the number of students admitted in a 
number equal to the number of addi- 
tional women athletes being given 
tuition waivers. The minimal addi- 



tional costs of such an effort can be 
absorbed throughout the institution. 
These strategies avoid the serious 
problems associated with other ap- 
proaches and can provide long-await- 
ed equity.

Student-athletes 

Progress made, but Student-Atlilete Advisory Committee still concerned about work issue, partial-qualifier definition

proposals (Nos. 20 and 21) that would 
have allowed partial qualifiers to earn 
back a fourth year of eligibility. As the 
various speakers rose to state their 
supportfor the proposals, I watched 
a majority of people in the hall nod 
their head in apparent agreement. 

The different arguments articulat- 
ed to defend the measure were both 
logical and reasonable, receiving occa- 
sional applause from the Convention 
floor. After such a response, it amazes 
the committee thatthe measures were 
defeated by such large margins (102- 
220 and 122-196, respectively). 

Next were Proposal Nos. 31 and 



32, which would have allowed Divi- 
sion I student-athletes who receive a 
full grant-in-aid to earn additional 
money to supplement institutional 
aid. We feel very strongly about a stu- 
dent's rightto work, and either one 
of these proposals is good legislation . 
Often, a full grant-in-aid does not 
cover a number of incidental expens- 
es. Allowing a student-athlete to work 
in the off-season would enable that 
individual to receive valuable work 
experience while atthe same time 
earning money for outside expens- 
es. H owever, in spite of the obvious 
benefits this legislation provided for 
student-athletes, the membership 
failed to support it 



The final proposals that failed, 
much to the surprise of the SAAC, 
were Proposal Nos. 18 and 19. The 
defeatof these proposals will now turn 
some student-athletes who are cur- 
rently partial qualifiers into nonqual- 
ifiers this coming August. 

I nitially, the committee simply sup- 
ported these measures and did not 
plan to speak to them atthe Conven- 
tion. H owever, as we sat listening to 
university presidents and athletics 
d i recto rs tel I u s wh at stu den t-ath I etes 
thoughtand whatittakesfor a high- 
school studentto meet initial-eligibil- 
ity standards, we felt thatthe actual 
student-athlete voice needed to be 
heard. 



Although we have yet to come to a 
consensus on the issue of initial-eli- 
gibility standards, we feel very strong- 
ly thatthe quality of high-school pre- 
paration is notas unified throughout 
the United States and that so me con- 
cessions should be made to allow an 
equal opportunityforall high-school 
students to participate in collegiate 
athletics. 

Although the outcome of this Con- 
vention was not as we had hoped, we 
will continue to work toward achiev- 
ing our primary goals. They are (1) 
improving the network between our 
committee and the newly created ram- 
pus studen t-ath lete advisory commit- 
tees, (2) working to achieve a desir- 



able outcome on legislation that per- 
tains to the student-athlete and (3) 
working with other committees of the 
NCAA to improve student-athlete ben- 
efits. 

We believe that by focusing on 

these primary goals and strength en- 
ingthetiesto campus committees, the 
voice of the student-athlete can be- 
come even louder. 

It is through this single, unified 
voice that we will bring aboutchanges 
th at tru ly ben ef it th e welfare of th e stu- 
dent-athlete.

Interpretations Committee minutes 

During itsjanuary 5-6, 1996, pre-Convention meeting, tlie 
Council reviewed Interpretations Committee minutesfrom tele- 
phone conference Nos. 12-17 and approved the minutes with 
thefollowing exception: The Council voted to reverse the pro- 
visions of M Inute No. 2 of Conference No. 15 (November 7, 1995). 
The Council determined that an institution 's athletics depart- 
mentstaff member who was not involved in anycoaching respon- 
sibilities may be Involved In coaching activities with a non- 
scholastic-based basketball team, including teams that involve 
participants who have reached prospect age. The Council 
referred this Issue to the NCAA Recruiting Committee for fur- 
ther review. 

Con\Aention proposals 

DurlngltsJanuary5-6meetlng,theCouncllrevlewedthel996 
Convention proposals and Issued Interpretations concerning 
tiie application of these proposals as follows: 

1996 Convention Proposal No. 24— Two-year college trans- 
fers and partial qualifier or non-qualifier — Division I. 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 24, which, In Division I 
(f 0 r til ose studen t-ath I etes f I rst en ter I n g th e certi fyl n g I n sti tuti o n 
on or after August 1, 1996) llmltsa two-year college transfer stu- 
dent who was not a qualifier to using not more than six semes- 
ter or nine quarter hours of transferable degree credit during 
the summer immediately prior to transfer and determined that 
such a restriction would be applicable to a mid-year two-year col- 
lege transfer. 

1996 Convention Proposal No. 62— Satisfactory-progress 
calculation of grade-point average — Division 1 1 . 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 62 which, In Division II, 
would require the calculation of satisfactory grade-polntaverage 
for a student-athlete first entering a collegiate institution on or 
after August 1, 1991, to be based on the student-atfiiete's acade- 
mic record only atthe certifying institution, and determined that 
subsequent to enrollment atthe certifying institution, course 
work taken at another institution mayije used atthe certifying 
institution in calculatingthestudent-athlete'scumulative grade- 
polntaverage for purposesofmeetingDivision II satisfactory- 
progress requirements provided: 

a. It Is permissible under NCAA regulations, to use a course to 
meet satisfactory-progress requirements; 

b. The student-athlete receives prior approval from appro- 
priate academic officials atthe certifying institution to take the 
course; 

c. The course Is accepted asdegree credltand Isplaced on the 
student-aUiiete's official transcript at Hie certifying institution; 

d. 1 1 isthe certifying institution's normal pollcyfor all students 
to Include such course work in calculating tiie cumulative grade- 
point average. 

1996 Convention Proposal No. 65— G raduate student one- 
time transfer exception. 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 65, which permltsa stu- 
dent-athlete who is enrolled in a graduate or professional school 
of an institution other than the institijtion he or she previously 
attended as an undergraduate to use the one-time transfer excep- 
tion, and to determlnethatsuch legislation would be applicable 
to a student-athlete who does not receive a baccalaureate degree 



but Is accepted for enrollment In a graduate or professional 
school of an institution otiiertiian tiie institijtion he or she pre- 
viously attended as an undergraduate. 

1996 Convention Proposal No. 66— Subvarsity eligibility — 
Division II. 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 66, which specifies that a 
two-year or a four-year college transfer student who was not a 
qualifier (and has not met the applicable transfer eligibility 
requirements) shall not be eligible for subvarsity competition 
during the first academic year in residence atthe certifying insti- 
tution, and determined thatthe legislation does not preclude 
such a ti-ansferstudentfrom engaging In practice sessions with 
an Instihjtion'ssubvarsityteam duringtiiefirstacademicyear In 
residence, provided the practice sessions are not commingled 
with varsity practice sessions in tiie applicable sport 



1996 Convention Proposal N o. 69 — Playing and practice sea- 
sons— contests exceptions— Division I. 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 69, which, In Division I, 
requires that specified events be certified bytiieNCAA Special 
Events Committee in order to be exempted from an institution's 
maximum number of contest/ dates of competition and deter- 
mined that for purposesof determining the once-ln-four-year 
cycle, all Instihjtional foreign tours taken during the summer of 
1996 (including those taken subsequentto August 1, 1996) would 
counttoward the previous academic year (I.e., 1995-96 academ- 
ic year). The Council noted thattiie provisions of NCAA Bylaw 
14.2.4.6 remain applicable. Thus, a student-athlete who does not 
compete during an 1 n sti hjtion's season and who represents the 
institijtion in aforeign tour duringtfiesubsequentsummer con- 
tinues to be charged with aseason of competition forthe pre- 
ceding season. 

1996Convention Proposal No. 104— Recruiting— Division 
I baslcetball. 

The Council reviewed Proposal No. 104, which, In Division I 
basketijall, would specify thatan institijtion has five recruiting 
opportijnities (contacts and evaluations combined) during the 
academic year, an d th at n ot more th an th ree of tii e fi ve recrult- 
Ing opportunities may be in person, off -campus contacts, and 
determined tiiatsuch legislation permits an institijtion to engage 
in up to five evaluations of prospects who have notyet begun 
their senior year of high school. 

1996 Convention Proposals No. M-3and M -4 (Appendix E of 
the Official Notice, Page 277) — Minimum test score — ACT 
sum scores 

The Council reviewed Proposal Nos. M-3 (Division I) and M- 
4 (Division II) asthey relate to the minimum sum score on the 
ACT necessaryto establish initial eligibilityin DivisionsI and II 
for shjdent-athletesfirstentering a collegiate institijtion on or 
after August 1, 1996, and determined thatstudent-atiiletes who 
achieve an ACT sum score of 66 or 67 on or before the last 
national testing dateon which a student-athlete can taketheACT 
in order to have his or her initial-eligibility status determined for 
tfiefall of 1996 and who have fulfilled all otfier initial-eligibility 
requirements (Including graduation from high school, 13 core 
courses and tiie required grade-polntaverage) will be provided 
a blanket waiver and will be considered qualifiers. Please note, 
the last national testing date for the 1995-96 academic year Is 
Junes, 1996. Thus, those stijdents achieving an ACT sum score 
of 66 or 67 on or before] une 8, 1996, mayusethatscoreto meet 
NCAA initial-eligibility requirements. 

1996NCAA Convention Proposal No. 55— Financial Aid — 
multiple-sport participants— Division II. 

NCAA Division II institutions should note that during its 



January 10, 1996, post-Convention meeting, tiie Council reviewed 
tiie provisionsof Proposal No. 55, which permits a multiple-sport 
shjdent-athleteto practice in tiie sport of football withouthav- 
Ing to count against the Instihjtion's scholarship limits In foot- 
ball until that student-athlete en gages In Intercollegiate compe- 
tition, and determined tiiatsuch legislation Is applicable only to 
multiple participants who were not recruited and/ or offered 
financial aid to participate In tiie sport of footi)all. 

NCAA Bylaw 17.6.3 

First contest or date of competition — field hocioey 

During Itsjanuary 10, 1996, post-Convention meeting, the 
Council agreed to use the provisionsof Constitution 5.3.1.1.1 
(nonconti-oversial amendment) to amend Bylaw 17.6.3 to per- 
mit Divisions I and II Institutions to begin competition In the 
sport of field hockey during their traditional segment on 
September 1 or the preceding Friday If September 1 falls on a 
Satijrday, Sunday or Monday and to allowan alumni contest to 
be played tfie weekend prior to September 1 when September 1 
does notfall on a Satijrday, Sunday or M onday. 

NCAA Bylaw 14.3.L3 

Core-course reqiirements— mathematics 

NCAA Division I Institutions should note that the Special 
CommWeeto Oversee Implementation of the NCAA Initial-Eligi- 
bility Clearinghouse received a report from a subcommittee of 
the NCAA Academic Requirements Committee and a subcom- 
mittee of the special committee regarding the mathematics 
sequence for Division I eligibility certification beglnnlngAugust 

I, 1996. Thesubcommltt:eedetermlned tiiatcourseswlll becat- 
egorized as Level I and Level II; Level I is tiie eligible require- 
mentand Level II istfie geometry or a course for which geom- 
eti-y Is a prerequisite. The subcommltt:ee determined that many 
high schools do not have or do not Identify courses as having 
prerequlsltes.T he subcommltt:ees made policy decisions for the 
clearinghouse staff Id follow regarding the identification of cours- 
es as Level I and Level II. 

a. The following are examples of Level I courses: Algebra I, 
I ntermediate M ath I , Elementary Statistics, College M ath, H o- 
nors/AP Math, Introduction to Algebra and Probabilities/ 
Statistics. 

b. Thefollowlngareexamplesof Level II courses: Algebra 

I I , Geometry I ntegrated M atii 1 1 , H onors/ AP M ath 1 1 , Advanced 
Math, Math Analysis, Calculus, Trigonometry, Elementary 
Analysis, Elementary Functions, I nfinite M ath and Discreet 
Matii.
